The Simait of Time ter British Claims. 
In the House of Lords, on June‘ 20, Lord 
CarRns rose to ask: the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs why the date of the 9th of April, 
1865, was inserted in the Washington Treaty as 
the limit: of time for British claims, and what 
was to be done as to claims arising from the oc- 
currences after that date, and before the ter- 
mination of the American Civil War...

A conspiracy against a mechanic who-is un- 
der the necessity of employing workmen in or- 
der té carry on his bnginess to obtain a sum of 
money from him which he is under no legal ii- 
‘ability to pay, by indueing his workmén to leave 
him and by deterring others from entering into. 
his employment by threats or otherwise, so that 
he is induced to pay the money demanded, under 
a reasonable aprehension that he cannot carry.on 
his business ‘withont: yielding to the illegal de- 
mand, is an illegal conspiracy, and the acta done 
under it are illegal, and the money thus obtained 
may be recovered back, aud if the parties suc- 
ceed in. injuring bis business they are hable to 
pay all the damage they have done him.” 


The wrong defined by this decision may 
be inflicted. by (1) inducing workmen to leave 
an employer; by (2) deterring others from 
entering his employment by threats; and by 
(8) effecting either of these ends “ otherwise” 

than by threats, provided money is obtained 
or damage inflicted by either of these means. 
"This is very broad ground. “It substantially. 
confines the trades-unions to one measure of. 
compulsion toward employers—the. refusal 
to work for them. Should they go ‘beyond

The New Leaders of the South. 

To the Editor of the New-York Tomes: 

The remarks of Mr. JEFFERSON DAVIS, 
and some. other facts in this connection, both 
prior and more recent, make it absolutely neces- 
sary that the real state of political sentiment 
and the actual condition of fhe people of -Vir- 
ginia should come out; and the impartial and 
high-toned character of your paper make it the 
most suitable medium of communication. Mr. 
DAVIS was never-a popular man in Virginia; he 
belonged to thaf class of politicians known as 
the ‘“fire-eaters,”” who, orginally drew their 
princrpies from the French writers of the e1ght- 
eenth century. Those writérs, who, in their zeal 
against the corruptions and evils (both real and 
imagmary) of ** kingeraft’’ and “‘ priestcraft,”’ 
‘went so far as to reject the whole “ Chris- 
tian religion,” thereby throwing themselves 
upon the “ungvided reason of man,” and 
have goné- forward step by step until we 
have before us the actual condition of, Paris, 
Sonth Carolina and Virginia, the homes of these 
writers, and of THOMAS JEFFERSON and JoHN C, 
CaLHounN, who imbibed a portion of this insidu- 
ous poison. The solid minds of such men as 
WASHINGTON, MADISON and HAMILTON saw this 
thing eighty years. ago, and did all in their 
power to provide for the contingency, when it 
should come, and there-has always been in Vir- 
ginia @ large mmority of thinking. minds who 
were’ not deluded by the brilliant: sophistries, 
which carried within. themselves the seed of 
their own destruction. Mr. JEFFERSON was a 
very able man, and-very povular in Virginia, so 
much so that his name wae.a watch-word, which 
carried victory for his party followers for-some 
fifty or sixty years in this State. But before the
